It ticks away the 
births. One is awed to watch it 
and think of the new babies born 
every minute in hospitals, in slums 
and shacks, in love, in sorrow, in 
hope, in despair,:in shame, in 
glory.

The census of 1960 is expected to 
show us to have 180 million. 


We live today within sight of 
two world orders, one dying. One 
emerging. The old world of colo- 
nialism and imperialism is almost 
gone. There are today approxi- 
mately two billion, eight hundred 
million persons (2,800,000,000) on 
earth. Of that number, perhaps 
one billion, 800 million are colored 
persons. 


Fifteen years ago most of these 
still lived under colonial rule... 
Dutch, French, British, Portu- 
guese. Today colonialism is every- 
where moving toward the exits. 
It contributed certain assets to 
those who lived under it. But its 
liabilities were greater. And it 
was wrong. So it passes. The new 
nations moving from Africa into 
the United Nations, the disturbing 
tumult out of South Africa, and 
the rising pressure of discontented 
peoples in Latin America create a 
new problem. 


Cuba’s Landless 


In Cuba, Castro holds the loyalty 
of the landless and the poor. The 
middle and the upper classes draw 
back before his fuzzy, ruthless 
actions and the undenied influ- 
ence of Marxists who have his 
ear and who know how to appeal 
to his emotions. The fact that 
Cuba’s long oppressed poor are 
now receiving benefits they never 
dreamed to have should not be 
overlooked in evaluating Cuba and 
the concern it gives us and Latin 
American neighbors. 


Ringed about every city in Afri- 
ca, in Latin America and the Mid- 
die East is a city of shacks and 
huts. They may be of mud and 
straw, of old tins flattened out, 
or of palm fronds interlaced. This 
is true, too, in Southeast Asia, in 
India and Hongkong. 


It is easy for demagogues to 
persuade them that foreigners in 
business are exploiting them. But 
the truth is, everywhere, that the 
real exploiters have been their 
own ruling classes. The American 
business men in Cuba, for ex- 
ample, were compelled to do busi- 
ness according to the dictates of 
the government. They could not 
pay wages above the approved 
level. To do business, they had 
to play by the government's rules. 
These were often corrupt. This has 
been the dilemma of foreign in- 
vestors everywhere. Since they 
were, and are, a part of the pat- 
tern they were vulnerable to 
charges of foreign exploitation. 


Our State department properly 
worries about the world’s census 
clock. 


It adds to the world’s discontent. 
It produces more and more pres- 
sure for immediate change. It 
enlarges the ring of urgent pover- 
ty about cities of underdeveloped 
countries. The most demanding 
problems are in Africa, Latin 
America, India. 


The problem is the more acute 
because the Communists know this 
very well. It costs them little to 
agitate discontent, to say, “We 
are for you.”

U.S. Okays 
Mid-Route 
To Carolina

The Interstate 85 ‘‘middle route” 
—by Jefferson and Lavonia—was 
officially approved by the Bureau 
of Public Roads Tuesday. 


Final decision on the road's lo- 
cation was announced by Bertram 
D. Tallamy, federal highway ad- 
ministrator, in Washington. 


The action puts an end to the 
months-long controversy between 
adyocates of the route and the so- 
called “northern” route via 
Gainesville and Toccoa. 


It represents a clear-cut victory 
for Gov. Vandiver’s highway 
board, which threw out the north- 
ern route in favor of the Jefferson- 
Lavonia location. 


“It’s all settled now,” Highway 
Board Chairman Jim Gillis de- 
clared Tuesday afternoon. 


Gillis promised the department 
would “expedite the project as 
fast as funds are available.” 

He noted, however, that “that’s 
just the location which was ap- 
proved. We still have to get up 
the detailed plans.”’

Defeats GOP 
Old Guards

Liberal Republican Sen. Case 
fought off an Old Guard chal- 
lenge with surprising ease to win 
renomination in New Jersey’s pri- 
mary election Tuesday. He will 
run for a second term against 
Democrat Thorn Lord. 


With 2,519 of 4,284 districts 
counted, Case held a lead of 
117,252 to 69,588 over Robert Mor- 
ris, former chief counsel for the 
U.S. Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee. 


Lord, a former U.S. district at- 
torney, won his primary contest 
with expected ease over Richard 
M. Glassner, 63, a Newark law- 
yer who offered only token op- 
position. Lord, backed by the en- 
tire state Democratic organiza- 
tion, led Glassner 79,108 to 12,855. 


In Louisiana, Democratic nom- 
inee Jimmie Davis smothered Re- 
publican Francis Gravemberg and 
two lesser foes and apparently 
swept to another term as Louisi- 
ana governor. 


With more than half the ex- 
pected vote in from 1,409 of the 
state’s 2,109 precincts, Davis 
showed 274,489 votes, more than a 
4-1 margin over Grevemberg for- 
mer chief of the state police. 

In New Jersey, Morris got the 
support of the conservative seg- 
ment of the Republican Party but 
his main attack on Case charged 
the senator with abandoning the 
Eisenhower administration's fight 
against inflation.

But in northeastern Seoul, hot- 
bed of resistance to Rhee’s ruling 
Liberal party, hundreds of die- 
hard demonstrators still roamed. 
Army tanks and truckloads of sol- 
diers moved on that sector 
Wednesday moring.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The United States Tues- 
day in effect branded Premier Castro of Cuba as a dic- 
tator who is seemingly unaware of the danger interna- 
tional communism poses for all free men.

Is Wisely Delayed 


The Georgia Minerals Commission 
acted properly yesterday in hanging out 
the “go slow” sign in leasing oil, gas 
and mineral rights in tidelands along the 
Georgia coast. 

After all these years there is no need 
for haste. And certainly there is evi- 
dence from within the commission of un- 
certainty and confusion about what it is 
doing. As long as doubt exists in the minds 
of such people as Secretary of State Ben 
Fortson and Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook, 
more careful planning of procedures and 
action is indicated. 

If Georgia can profit from mistakes of 
others, for instance, why should not a 
more “Careful study be made of the ex- 
perience of other states? Why sign away 
mineral rights without: more accurate 
knowledge of all that’s involved, includ- 
ing possible millions in revenues that 
might be lost? 

There appears to be considerable un- 
certainty, for instance, whether there are 
adequate surveys or maps of accurate 
property boundaries—at least not good 
enough to provide all the needed specifi- 
cations for leases. This discourages pro- 
spective bidders, we are told, and leaves 
the way open for possible endless litiga- 
tions. 

And if there is oil along the coast, 
would it not be feasible to set up tracts 
instead of lumping leases into vast 
acreages? Secretary Fortson yesterday 
said he had information that other oil 
companies would have been interested in 
bidding had they known about it. So why 
all the haste? 

The commission, therefore, acted wise- 
ly in its decision to take no action on yes- 
terday’s bids until Gov. Vandiver returns 
to the Capitol. In view of the state’s lack 
of experience in such matters and the fact 
that all legal safeguards have not been 
spelled out, delay is the wiser course. 

The whole matter requires restudy- 
ing. After all, any oil, gas or mineral re- 
sources in the tidelands belong to the 
people. The state is only the custodian. 
And the people are entitled to the best 
deal they can get from said custodian.

De Gaulle Welcomed 
On Crest of Prestige 


President de Gaulle of France ar- 
rived in Canada Monday to begin his 
tour of the North American continent. 
He will arrive in Washington later in the 
week and will visit several of our major 
cities. 

It goes without question after his re- 
ception of Khruschev and his great suc- 
cess on his recent trip to Britain that De 
Gaulle’s international prestige is at its 
highest peak. He has succeeded in one of 
his greatest ambitions in achieving a ma- 
jor role for France in international circles. 

But at home there are signs of increas- 
ing trouble for him in domestic affairs. 
The Algerian conflict continues in its 
sixth year. French farmers are unhappy 
to the point of rioting. De Gaulle has 
relegated the French Assembly to a minor 
role and the politicians are resentful. 

These factors could produce in time a 
political crisis in France. But De Gaulle 
still has the backing of the majority of 
French people and possesses extraordi- 
nary powers which they have granted him. 
Should a crisis develop, the once weak 
executive department can move with de- 
cision. 

President de Gaulle is certain to re- 
ceive a warm welcome in the United 
States. Friendship between the American 
and French people is traditional and they 
admire the determined and colorful lead- 
er who has demonstrated qualities of 
greatness. They pray and hope that he 
will be able to complete his successful 
program of reforms in building a strong- 
er and more stable nation.

Forest Fire Prevention 
Calls for Extra Effort 


Thanks to the efforts of firefighters, 
scientific. methods of combatting blazes 
and rains that fell in the nick of time, 
approximately 80 forest fires that roared 
through northwest Georgia mountainous 
areas are subdued. 

But the toll was heavy. An estimated 
3,000 acres of private timberland were 
damaged. 

Carelessness and downright stupidity 
were responsible as is the case with the 
majority of conflagrations. Georgia For- 
estry Commission officials attribute the 
fires to debris burning and believe that 
some were of incendiary origin. Timber 
damage from winter storms added fuel to 
the flames. 

As pointed out by James C. Turner, 
assistant director of the commission, co- 
operation is needed to prevent losses 
from soaring in the months ahead. Those 
who set trash fires and allow them to get

out of hand are responsible for much 
damage, as are careless campers, mo- 
torists who throw lighted cigarette butts 
from their cars and persons who de- 
liberately ignite fires out of meanness or 
a warped way of satisfving their egos. 
Forestry is a multimillion-dollar busi- 
ness in Georgia. In view of the damage 
already caused by ice storms and the 
added danger resulting from fallen trees 
and broken limbs, every precaution 
should be exercised to prevent additional 
millions of dollars going up in flames.

South Korean Tragedy 
Will Embarrass U.S. 


The United States has suffered another 
propaganda setback in Asia and the Com- 
munists are gleeful. 


Mobs protesting the autocratic rule of 
U.S.-supported President Syngman Rhee 
of South Korea were fired upon yesterday 
in Seoul by government troops. At least 
82 were killed and several hundred were 
wounded in a brutal suppression of dem- 
onstrations protesting last month’s na- 
tional elections—doubtless with U.S. arms 
provided for defense against the Reds. 


The demonstrations, which began 
some days ago in other cities, finally 
spread to the South Korean capital. The 
rioters claim the election was rigged by 


the Rhee government and there is evi- 


dence of justification of the charge. 


The United States. which saved South 
Korea from conquest by Communists 
from the north, has. been forced to stick 
with Syngman Rhee as the lesser of evils. 
It has been no secret that his rule was be- 
coming unpopular and bordered upon des- 
potism. He has held a club over Wash- 
ington with threats of resuming the war 
with North Korea. 


Regardless of all the reasons, the 
Unted States now finds itself involved in 
another of those positions of upholding a 
dictatorial government out of expediency. 
Now that it has turned the military loose 
upon the populace, our embarrassment 
will be worldwide and the Communists 
will make the most of it. The fact that 
Syngman Rhee, like Chiang Kai-shek, 
has us over a barrel will not mitigate the 
tragedy. 

There is one saving feature. The South 
Koreans, goaded by Communists, are 
demonstrating for democracy, not com- 
munism. Our distress is none the less keen 
for that knowledge.

Georgians Overlook Profit 


From Tree-Farming Crops 


It is distressing to note that Aiabama has forged ahead of Geor- 
gia as the state ranking second in the nation in acreage devoted to 
tree farming. For it means that Georgians are not taking advantage 


of their wealth in woodlands to the fullest. 


From size alone—Geor- 


gia is the largest state east of the Mississippi River—it could be ex- 


pected our state should be tops. 
Alabama has 1,490 tree farms 
with 4,942,020 acres; Georgia has 


612 tree farms totaling 4,810,394 
acres. The state which ranks first, 
Florida, has only 406 tracts certi- 
field as tree farms but these hold- 
ings make up a total of 5,199,359 
acres, 


For Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, that is a lot of land being 
managed in a manner to earn 
the distinction of ‘“‘tree farm.’”’ 
The title is bestowed on those 
lands which are operated to get 
the most in wood products and 
dollars. The woodlands actually 
are “‘cultivated,’’ in a manner of 
speaking, much like the ordinary 
farm is cultivated. Lands are 
planted to saplings where neces- 
sary, cuttings are made selective- 
ly to produce maximum growth 
from the remaining trees and 
the trees are worked for naval 
stores or converted into wood 
products at the optimum stage 
of growth for top output and dol- 
lar value. 


In short, the tree farm means 
that the timberland owner, like 
the row crop farmer or livestock 
raiser, is not content to let nature 
take its course. He uses the ad- 
vice of state foresters or the 
trained foresters of cooperative 
wood-using corporations to make 
even more wood and naval stores 
and dollars than a beneficent na- 


ture has already bestowed upon 


his land in this section of the 
country. 

A comparison of the number of 
tree farms with the total acreages 
in the three leading states bears 
up what forestry leaders have 
lamented about for many years. 
The smaller landowners have not 
yet realized that proper manage- 
ment of their woedlands can be 
a paying proposition just as good 
forestry management is profit- 
able for the large landowners. 

Alabama has more than twice 
as many tree farms as does Geor- 
gia. The total Alabama acreage 
is not considerably more than 
Georgia's. This indicates that in 
Alabama there are many more 
smaller landowners who have dis- 
covered the dollar value of main- 
taining their woodlands accord- 
ing to “tree farm” standards. 

Big wood-using industries sup- 
porting vast numbers of workers 
and paying out huge payrolls are 
comparatively recent in the South- 
east. These industries, to get these 
trees, pay out whopping amounts 
of money to the owners of the 
land supplying these trees. 

The small landowners can get 
their share of this money just 
as the larger landowners are do- 
ing. And the tree farm way of 
managing woodlands will- assure 
the small eeerentts of getting 
their full share.

But when they 
came into the darkened circle of 
Calvary’s tragedy they were not 
able. ‘‘The disciples forsook him 
and fled’ is the cold judgment 
of the evangelist Matthew. Only 
after the brilliant rays of the 
Easter sunlight had purged and 
emboldened the lives of the sons 
of Zebedee were the young men 
made courageous to take up their 
crosses. Pious tradition tells us 
that in time both James and John 
suffered martyr’s deaths. 

But what I want to know Is 
this: How are we enabled when 
James and John were not? We 
speak so often of following Christ 
and of taking up our crosses to 
walk along in the shadow of His 
passion. But do we—really? 

Don't we too often, with Peter, 
deny that we know Christ? Don't 
we, with the disciples, flee to the 
comforting and protecting shadows 
at Calvary’s outer rim?

Can't Accept Attacks Without

WHEELING, W.Va. (#—Sen. Kennedy (D-Mass), | 


obviously irked at the persistent needling of Sen. Hum- 
phrey (D-Minn) and his supporters, angrily accepted 
Humphrey’s challenge Tuesday to a face-to-face de- 
bate in their presidential primary fight and’made the

- Atty. Gen. Cook said Tuesday his office would help 
local officials in Atlanta and Savannah defend Georgia’s 
new law designed to curb Negro sitdown demonstrations. 


Negro attorneys have an- 
nounced they will fight as uncon- 
stitutional the act that gives a 
business owner the right to order 
anyone to leave his establish- 
ment. They said it is unconstitu- 
tional because its enforcement is 
“based on race or color.’ 


Cook said his department will 
aid Chatham Sol. Gen. Andrew 
J. Ryan in the cases of 25 Negro 
sitdown demonstrators to be 
heard early next month in Sa- 
vannah City Court. 


The attorney general also said 
his office will collaborate with 
Fulton County Attorney Harold 
Sheats in his fight against the 
appeal of a 16-year-old Negro sit- 
downer who was ordered to his 
home in Birmingham and put on 
a year’s probation by Fulton Ju- 
venile Judge W. W. Woolfolk.

In Census 


Census takers have had the 
“full course” counting heads in 
Georgia’s ‘Second Congressional 
District this year. 


James L. Goode, area field su- 
pervisor for the second district, 
which takes in a large chunk of 
southwest Georgia, says his work- 
ers have encountered all sorts of 
siituations during their census tak- 
ing duties. 


“One woman refused to talk to 
an enumerator,” Goode said, ‘‘and 
when we telephoned her from the 
office, she said she had two cases 
of measles among the children 
and another one suffering from a 
head injury.” 


Goode said he thought the wom- 
an had good grounds for not being 
bothered at the time. 


He said that that he estimates 
that census takers have refusals 
of less than one out of every 
5,000 persons counted. 


One of Goode’s workers has 
been bitten by a dog, and another 
stumbled on a doorstep and 
bruised her knee. 


Then there have been amusing 
moments, too. 


A Negro woman told a census 
taker that she could not remem- 
ber her age. 


“I can’t remember exactly, but 
everytime I have a birthday I 
crawl up under the house and 
make a mark on the chimney. Do 
you want me to go and count 
them?” she asked. 


The enumerator nodded yes. 


A Negro woman was giving 
birth to a new child just as an 
enumerator visited her house was 
quite upset because the newest 
member of the family couldn’t be 
counted in the U.S. census until 
1970. 


On “M” night, when census 
visited jails, hotels, motels and 
other spots where transients live, 
an enumerator visited a lone in- 
mate at the jail in Newton. 


The census taker had to break 
out a boat and row to the jail 
which was marooned by the re- 
cent south Georgia floods to get 
his nose count. 
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State Population 
Of 4,132,800 


Seen by Census 


Georgia’s population was esti- 
mated Tuesday at about 4,132,800. 


Thomas W. McWhirter, regional 
director of the U.S. Bureau of the 
Census, said the figure was based 
on trends reported by 3,800 enum- 
erators in Georgia. The count is 
almost finished. 


If the estimate proves correct, 
it means that Georgia has gained 
about 12 or 13 per cent in popula- 
tion during the past decade— 
about 4 per cent less than the 
national average, McWhirter said. 


Less industrial growth and poor 
farm conditions are blamed for 
the slower rate of gain. 


Georgia’s population in 1950 was 
counted at 3,444,000, he said.

In an interview here Tuesday, 
he predicted that communism 
would take over Asia and Africa 
within 10 years unless “‘America 
raises an Army of compassion to 
sweep the world.” 


URGES DEDICATED GROUP 


The man who has translated the 
story of Christ into 82 languages 
believes that it is “the compas- 
sion, rather than the divinity of 
Christ” which wins people. 


He also believes that the com- 
passion of a dedicated army of 
U.S. teachers, writers and agri- 
cultural experts can win the 
countries of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America which are being 
lost to communism. 


“Communism seizes chaos and 
misery,”’ he said, pointing out that 
communism’s conquests, from 
Soviet Russia to Cuba, have been 
the result of hunger and illit- 
eracy. 


Dr. Laubach envisions an Army 
of Compassion, steeled with tech- 
nical and agricultural know-how 
and undergirded by the “Com- 
pany of 100,” a program in which 
U.S. churchgoers contributed a 
dollar a week to support their own 
ambassador of compassion.

There’s a time limit, how- 
ever, on when to register. Just 
like Christmas shopping, it’s 
best to do it early and avoid 
the rush. Deadline for registra- 
tion for the general election is 
May 7. 


The procedure, if carried out 
before the deadline rears its 
menacing head, is simple and 
requires about 20 minutes. 


If you are a U.S. citizen over 
18 years of age (or you will be 
18 by the date of the general 
election, Nov. 8), you have lived 
in Georgia one year, and in 
your county for six months, 
then you have satisfied the pre- 
liminary qualifications for vot- 
ing. 

First, the registrar or deputy 
questions you about your resi- 
dence and age. Next, the regis- 
trar checks the files of regis- 
tered voters for the last general 
and primary election. 


Young Howell, Fulton County 
registrar, points out that some 
misunderstand the registration 
act and believe registration is 
required every two years. If 
you voted in the general or pri- 
mary election two years ago, 
you are still registered. 


“But you have to vote once 
every two years to keep your 
registration valid,’’ he empha- 
sized. He added that if you 
have changed your county of 
residence since your prior reg- 
istration you can simply request 
a registration transfer from the 
county in which you voted in 
the last election.

The little details so many 
women are either unaware of 
or ignore can make the differ- 
ence between a_ professional 
and home-made look. Maybe 
it's only the trimming of a 
seam edge or perhaps careless 
pressing. But whatever the 
cause, the extra few minutes of 
work are well worth the profes- 
sional look that is gained. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Q. Whenever I make a 
collar the edge is always 
thick and bulky even after 
I press it. This is especially 
true when I use an inter- 
facing. Also, after I press I 
get a line or ridge on the 
right side. Can you suggest 
anything to avoid this? 


A. Yes, trim each lay- 


If you are working 


Q. I can’t seem to press 


darts without getting a slight 
fold on the right side. Then 


when I press them again on 
the right side, I get a terri- 


ble shine. The direction of 
the darts confuses me too. 
Which way should the differ- 
ent darts go? 


A. To answer your first ques- 
tion, always use a tailor’s cush- 
ion when pressing darts and 
press toward the point of the 
dart, using the point of the 
iron. If darts are on heavy rab- 
rice or if they are very wide, 
slash them and press open. And 
for heaven’s sake, never, but 
never press on the right side of 
the fabric! 
of the darts, always press waist- 
line and shoulder darts towards 
the center; elbow and underarm 
darts are pressed downward. 


Q. I have a great deal of 
trouble with set-in sleeves.

CHICAGO, Til. (WNS)—A 
team of scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Medical 
School reported ulcers could 
date back to your childhood.

Drs. Alberto Ramirez Ramos,

chronic peptic ulcer is more 
common in boys than in girls. 


They said most childrens’ ul- 
cers are duodenal and that pep- 
tic ulcers are more often chron- 
ice than acute, making it pos- 
sible for them to go undetected 
for a long time. 


In one group of 1,000 adults 
with duodenal ulcers, 26 had 
symptoms dating back to the 
time when they were 4 years 
old. In another group of 1,000 
adult. gastric ulcers, 16 had 
symptoms as children.

As you glanced the Crackers dressed out in Dodger uniforms, 
you wondered if perhaps Mobile was in town.

Several years ago a Cracker manager, peeved because his men 
were sneaking into the tunnel to puff cigarettes, moved the Crackers 
to the dugout on the third base side.

The only cid Cracker on the field was wearing a Shreveport uni- 
form.

Parks spent 
three terms at Poncey, and he’s back for an encore with Shreveport 
this season. 


Manager Les Peden was saying that he has virtually the same 
cast back. ““We’ve got a good team,” Peden said. ‘“‘They’ve got 
another year of experience. I think we'll do all right.” 


And the Sports had done all right in their first three games, 
blitzing Little Rock. They were undefeated before the Cracker 
battle.

But the young Crackers were disorderly in their half. They ap- 
peared eager for the crowd to meet them again, and everyone ex- 
cept Rowe appeared at the plate during the inning. 


—Walker’s Men Came Out Swinging 


Walker had advertised the Crackers as a running team, and 
they were off and running from the bell Larry Burright outfooted 
a hot hopper to short for the first hit of the year. He promptly 
swiped second and buzzed to third when Williams hacked a hit in 
front of the plate. 


At that juncture Mr. Parks demonstrated that he hasn't lost 
one of the finest tempers in baseball. 


When Tim Harkness rapped. a roller to first, Burright set sail 
for the plate. Jim McManus made an inaccurate peg but Parks 
had time to nail the runner. However, Burright crossed up Parks 
by darting across the plate, and Umpire Matt Pappas did the 
same by calling Burright safe. 


Parks flipped his mask and his lid and the first rhubard was 
in full swing. Parks was on the verge of being dismissed for the 
evening when Peden steered him away from the arbiter. 


Jim Koranda banged into a double play when play was 
resumed, but the Crackers were still in an offensive mood. 
Doug Camilli, who batted .700 in three games in Chattanooga, 
added a home run to his extra base total of two triples and a 
double. It was a solid shot far over the 350 mark in left. Bud 
Black tried his luck again with a serve to Bill Lajoie. It hadn’t 
improved, for Lajoie whaled a homer in his very first swing 
as a Cracker, a drive into the right field signs.

Young Lester Kelly, a forgotten 
man in a dazzling field of ama- 
teurs, laughed at the odds, fired

Heretofore, postponements had 
been the big bugaboo. The cur- 
rent Friday night date appar- 
ently isn’t ideal, because when 
tournament time rolis around, 
the league teams are constantly 
asking for  postponements. 
There’s a considerable backlog 
right now. 


Recently, the ‘“‘blind”’ dilemma 
has cropped up. This is meant 
as no criticism, but a Friday 
match was contested with two 
blinds. This was a had situa- 
tion, because it happened to be 
against league-leading O’Neil’s 
Bowlerama and there was good 
bit of bickering, justified or not, 
about this from the contending 
clubs. 


Certainly more stringent rules 
need to be set up concerning 
both. A solution to the blind 
would be that each club would 
carry eight men, and an an- 
swer to the postponement di- 
lemma would be that after two 
postponements a season, any 
more postponements will be for- 
feited. 


There are other minor and ir- 
ritating items .. . such as 
teams not wearing their spon- 
sors’ shirts, a direct breach of 
league rules.
